Ottawa Nunitions Minister Howe 
announced an expansion of Canada’s 
wartime. shipbuilding program ‘with 
negotiations under way for construc- 
tion of an additional 55 corvettes, 
25 minesweepers, 16 trawlers, and 
an additional 50 merchant vessels. 


After referring to the laying of 
keels in Canada for two large de- 
stroyers of the Tribal class, Mr. 
Howe said in his statement; 


“Investigations also are in pro- 
gress with a view to further possible 
development of the shipbuilding in- 
dustry in this gountry to a point 
where even larger vessels may be 
produced,” 


The minister said that. extensive 
facilities for ship repairs now are 
being provided at an estimated cost 
of $4,500,000. 

“By this means a system has been 

evolved which will permit naval and 
merchant vessels operating in the 
Atlantic and which have been dam- 
aged by enemy action or other cause 
to put into Canadian ports for re- 
ir, Mr. Howe said. 
This importaze® innovation not 
only will avoid congestion of United

The minister said the 25 additional 
minesweepers will be “of a size sub-
